— Gemini ll's astronauts fly to 
Cape Kennedy today to fill In 
the details of one of man's most 
remarkable space flights — an 
adventure that set guidelines for 
the moon, but which also raised 
questions 
about 
working 
In 


space. 


Navy Cmdr. Charles Conrad 


Jr., and Navy Lt. Cmdr. Rich- 
ard F. Gordon Jr., hoped to 
leave the carrier Guam this 
morning. But their departure 
time was uncertain because of 
predicted squally weather in the 
area of the ship. 


The astronauts, both 36, will 


remain at Cape Kennedy until 
Sunday night or early Monday, 
discussing the flight in general 
terms. Then they will fly to the

ference in Houston.

gains consisted of the Demo- 
cratic nomination of Lt. Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey for governor in 
Wisconsin and the strong show- 
ing Kenneth P. O'Donnell made 
in his bid for the Democratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination 
in 


Massachusetts. 


Humphrey's nongain came in 


the renomination of Gov. Karl 
F. Rolvaag in the Minnesota 
Democratic-Farmer-Labor par- 
ty primary. 


Lucey, who supported John F. 


Kennedy in the crucial Wiscon- 
sin primary in 1960, could be of 
political help to brother Robert 
if 
he can defeat Republican 


Gov. Warren P. Knowles in No- 
vember. 


In their home base of Massa- 


chusetts, the Kennedys bowed to 
what they foresaw as the inevi- 
table — the nomination of Ed- 
ward J. 
McCormack as the 


Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor. 


Sen. 
Edward 
M. Kennedy, 


who defeated McCormack for 
the senatorial nomination four 
years ago, had remained cau- 
tiously neutral in the contest. 
He hurried to pledge active sup- 
port for McCormack in the No- 
vember contest with GOP Gov. 
John A. Volpe. 


If McCormack wins the gover- 


norship, the betting is the Ken. 
nedys will maintain cordial po- 
litical relations with him. 


Meanwhile, 
O'Donnell,

Kennedy, seems to 


have won himself a place in fu- 
ture 
Massachusetts 
political 


races, perhaps before 1972. 


Humphrey, on the other hand, 


could find little political comfort 
in Rolvaag's victory. Humphrey 
had been caught in the squeeze 
of having to ask Rolvaag to step 
aside after the state party con- 
vention had endorsed Lt. Gov. 
A. M. Keith for the nomination. 


A Rolvaag victory in Novem- 


ber would leave Humphrey with 
uncertain support at home in 
the early stages of any contem- 
plated bid for the 1972 nomina- 
tion.

Yet 
seemingly obvious solutions 
are either dangerous or un- 
workable. 


Table lamps can not be at- 


tached liy cords lo wall outlets 
because customers would trip 
over them or accidentally dis- 
connect them. Candles consti- 
t u t e a continuous lire hazard, 
especially on tables which must 
be moved out by the waiter so 
t h a t patrons may sit down. 


Lamps powered by recharge- 


able batteries have eliminated 
bolh difficulties and offer extra 
convenience. For instance, 
many lamps available for res- 
t a u r a n t s and nightclubs are 
equipped w i t l i a button which, 
when pressed, a c t i v a t e s a 
blinking red light to summon 
the waiter. The lamps shed a 
soft, constant 
light without 


heat, smoke nr candle wax and 
there is no cord to entangle the 
customer. As many as 20 lamps 
can lie recharged at one time 
witli the charger. 


Cordless lamps are becoming 


increasingly popular with host- 
esses at home for much the 
same reasons, especially when 
they want to give a party on 
the terrace or lawn. Wall lamps 
without the unsightly cord are 
also favorites.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


ground forces probably will ex. 
tend their operations into South 
Viet Nam's delta region by next 
spring, sources indicated today. 


Some senior U.S. military of- 


fleers said there is a good 
chance the United States will 
have its infantry in the delta 
within six months. Others speak 
of this happening as soon as aft- 
er the first of the year. 


The South Vietnamese army 


now has chief responsibility for 
fighting the Viet Cong in the 
delta, the country's rice bowl 
and one of its most heavily pop- 
ulated regions. 


That army's strongest boost- 


ers among U.S. military lead, 
ers here claim little more than 
a stalemate for the South Viet- 
namese in the delta. Its critics 
say the Vietnamese are losing 
there. 


So far, the United States has 


limited its operations in the del. 
ta to advising South Vietnamese 
troops, providing helicopter sup- 
port 
for them, mounting air 


power to back up Vietnamese

He also assumed he 
would m a k e a ninth trick 
with dummy's king of spades. 
His problem was to find a 
tenth trick somewhere. One 
possibility was his fourth dia- 
mond. If diamonds broke 3-3 
he could simply set it up, but 
it l o o k e d as if West had 
opened a short diamond suit 
so South decided not to count 
on that. 


He was looking at four sure 


trump tricks. There were two 
ways that he could make a 
fifth. One way would be to 
ruff two of dummy's clubs in 
his own hand. The chief risk 
would be if West held only 
two clubs. (South would have 
to ruff the first club with his 
seven of trumps.) 


South decided against that 


play. The alternate play was 
to ruff a diamond in dummy. 
Since South had assumed that 
West was short in diamonds 
there would be no danger of 
an overruff by East but an up- 
percut by West might prove 
embarrassing.
